The very trans- 
parency of-thla lako makes It a colossal ploco 
of effrontery, a brutal flouting of tho laws 
ol war. 

But now the reds are compounding the 
crime. They claim that In voting overwhelm- 
ingly to condemn tho Chinese action, the 
U. N. acted lllcgaUy and -unjustly, and under 
goad from tlie United States. 

They go on to assort that tho U. N. has no 
right to "Interfere" with tho sentencing of 
tho Americans, slnco this Is strictly an inter- 
nal ChhiesB affair.
